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Horsepower Replaces Manpower on 
Farms to Move Many Heavy Loads

In the panel at the upper left, an 
elevator is used to move corn into 
& temporary crib. This application 
may be more popular than ever this 
year because of a shortage of perma- 
nent storage places on some farms 
and the prospects of another bumper 
crop. The carry-over of corn this 
year may reach 900,000,000 bushels. 
The picture at the upper right illus- 
trates the combined use of a wagon 
unloader and an inclined plane ele- 
vator to move newly harvested 
onions into a storage building for 
forced air drying. 

At the lower left we see a horizon- 
tal conveyor at work in a barn mow. 
The bales are dumped on the con- 
veyor at the mow door after being 
hoisted up by means of an inclined 
plane elevator operation adjacent to 
the farmer's wagon. In the mow, the 
conveyor is shifted around until all 
the bales are located where desired. 
Boards are angled along the bed of 
the conveyor to “bump” off the bales!

At that time, 
after an historic 118-day special 
session South Florida gained two 
- additional Senators. Broward was 
voted a Senatorial district instead 
of sharing one Senator with Palm 
Beach,’ and Sarasota gained a Sen- 
,'atorial district. 

Palm Beach County will have one 
new representative in F. O. “Bud- 
dy” Dickinson, elected in the May 
4 primary to the seat relinquished 
by John Bollinger. Rep. Elliott, who 
served 10 years in the House, led 
the three-man field in the first pri- 
mary on a county-wide basis, and 
was given a majority over both 
opponents in the Everglades area 
where he has lived for the last 32 
years. He is one of several exper- 
ienced members of the House 
whose re-election is subject.to the 
run-off primary next Tuesday. 


In Miami's Dade county veterans; 


Fascell and Floyd left the House 

. for Congress and a judgeship and 
Rep. Okell is in the runoff; Speak- 
er David has a “freshman”  col- 
league from Broward and new men 
have been named from Lee, Mar- 
ion, Martin, Pinellas, Polk, St. 
Johns, St. Lucie, Sarasota and 
Duval counties and there will be a 
number of changes in the Senate, 
including Ted Cabot as a replace- 
ment for George Laired of Brow- 
ard and Wallace F. Sturgis the 
1951 president of the Senate, who 
did not run.
